be sald thet this urge for road improvement in well founded 
for in this age of extensive motor travel, highways eorn- 
stitute a moat important fnctor in the economie development 
of the state anc ite resources ond in the general welfare 
of our poopie. Progress made in the construction of pub» 
stantial higuey will be aimost entirely guaged by the 
amount of funda avalleble for the prosecution of work, We 
shoulda have answer to the question of hat sen Wyoming 
afford to do towards greater progress in completing the 
tata highway aystem’., Ór patting the question another vay 
“Can Wyoming afford not to use any resources within our 
yeauonable means in promoting further highway leprovenert"?

The Hineteents State Legislature enacted laws ppo» 
viding a financial scheme for road construction designed to 
complete a state highway ersten of substantial graded and 
surfaced roads within a period of ten years, With a yearly 
program of construction approximating $2,000,000 per year, 
the end of the third year of the tenyoar period finds 
progresa made in conformity with schedule, With reasonable 
anticipation of rayenues from motor vehicle rogistratian 
feos, from of] voyaltios and foen under the federal Mineral 
Leasing Act of 1920, and from Wyoming's share of federal 
nid, (these three sources constituting the entire income 
to the highway fund for construction with the exception of 
a nominal sum received from the tax upon common carrier 
motor vehicles), it may be expected that the ten-year pro» 
gram Will ‘be completed at the ond of sevon more yours., Gan 
Wyoming afford to walt seven more years Tor the completion 


of the anprocmatoly 3,100 miles of primary roads dasignated 


gt the time of the passage of the 1927 Act? Tthink not, 
This io a rapidly moving age ond conditie that applied 

to our state oniy the three yearn ago are no longer the 
name, If Wyoming is to build wiaely for the future ve must 
hold an reasonable pace and one consistent with the progress 
of the times, aivays of courge vith due rogard for the faot 
thet ordinary prudence directs that we should stay within 
our means.

| Utah is the oniy state show with as Limited a 
progran as Wyaning and it is to be noted that the road mile» 
age of that state is only about onewhealyt that of our own. 
With Montane to the north spending (5,000,000, Nebraska to 
te east $6,500,000, Colorado to the south (5,600,000 and 
daho to the west $5,000,000 it is obvious that Wyoming will 
surfer seriously in comparison unlesa we adopt means to step 
up to some extent, Ib is not to be presumed that Wyoming, 
with lis move limited developed resources can hold pace 


altogether with surrounding statas, but the situation raquires 


consideration by teagon of its argument that we should do 
as much ag our teasoneble moans will afford, The comparison 


o Way seem odious but if Wyoming is to be a missing link in the 


road system of ‘this region, the condition itself wilt be 
sunject to desoription by the same word and surely will be 
much to tho detriment of our state and ite welfars, The 
prograss promised by adjacent states ig not a matter to be 
passed Lightly. 


It has boon before stated that the designated 
mileage of the main state highway or federal ald system was 
about 5,100 at the time of the adoption of tha ten-year 
program, uring the regular session of this legislature 
early in the year, an Ath was passed thich authorized and 
directed the-State Highway Commission to designate a State 
Highway to wun between the towns of Glilette and Midwest, a 


distance of somé 31 miles, It was provided that this streteh 


of highway "shall receive from and after the passage of this 
Aot, its proportionate work ag to conatruotion and malintens 
ance," The mandate of the legislature was given but no 
funds were providad to carry ib out except as inroads wonld 
pe made inte funds desiened to wariy through the ten«year 
program adopted for an extent of road mileage previously 
apseified, The pwople dn the region affeactad are insistent 
upon attantion to thie said read and they surely have the 
right to this attitude, Surveys have been made and the 
question of the best lovation for a permanent road ie now 
being studied, To carry-on construction work funds presumed 
to ba devoted to the completion of a mileage whieh did not 
include this streteh of road, wiir need to ha used.

material, reduces maintenance costs, prevents dust upon road 
surfaces, and at the same time gives opportunity for the use 
of a considerable amount of estate product, wa find an ineraase : sy 
ing detiand for oiled highways, Prior to the year 1989 only 
97 miles of Wyoming highways wera otl traated: during the 
present year oii was applied to 105 miles; the program for 
1930 proposed oli treatment for an additional 140 miles of 
road, "We want oil upon our roads" is the ery from many 
Heotions., The demand has inereased many fold during the last 
few months. How are we ta meet this demand? Ti takes money 
to oll roads, ~ some $1,700 per mile. The oll treatment of 
gurfaces was not contempioted in the costs scheduled under 
the ten-year program. If we are to have oiled rogñs, and 
they are without question vary desirable, how about provid- 
ing meang to cover the costs? OO 


Surely a question worthy of consideration. 


Vea have the further question of federal aid in 
highway construction. Under the provisions of the Federal 
did Highway Act the state ia required te match the federal 
funds upon a certain ratio, State funds avedlable for the 
yoar 1950 are only a Little mora in amount than the pum 
necesnary to matoh iyoming!s share of the federal appropria 
ation ag it now atandsa, It is proposed to increase the 
federal appropriation for the nation from $75,000,000 te . 
$125,000,000 per years Kany miens indicate favorable action 
by Gonevess, In event of the Increase Wyoming will find

The whole problem of onr main highway situation id 
not withaut reasonable aclution, Through favorable action 
upon the proposition of a bond iesus in an amount within the 
prenent allowable stata debt Linit, additional funds would 
be provided to an extent that would allow Wyoming to clone 
up in & cobparativyely short time certain outstanding gaps in 
important axhatiogs of highwoy traval end te generally speed

Along the pemo line eould be recited many other 
instances of stretches of highway that need improvement at 
the earliest possibile time. Under the prasent financial 
program and the parceling out of the comparatively Limited. 
funds now available, it is often found necessary te cortine 
a construction project to possibly zuron or eight miles when 
it should be double the amount in consideration of economia 
undertaking of the work. The overhead for the longer projest 
-being but little more then for the shorter and a contractor 
veing able to make & better bid for the greater amount of 
work, Jn passing it may be said in the interest of those 
concerned about roads act recelving attention at this time, 
that an progress is made upon construction of any stretches 


of highvay the way is beling cleared for consideration of 
their problem. ,

Payment of principal could be made 
entirely out of receipts from motor vehicle vegiatration fess 
under the sane plan as was employed for the retirement of 
the formar issue of Tike amount, Ag in the case of the 
previous issue the interest only upon the bonds will be paid 
by a tax upon general property, It is to be noted that this 
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is the only tan against general property for highway work, 


T am convinged that Wyoming is getting a "good run 
fou the monsy" we are invosting in highway work, The 
Highway Commission as now composed of a farmer, o Stokman, 
a banker and two businessmen, gives a good crosaesection of 
the business and industries of the state and I aa sure is 
endeavouring to direct the work of the departmwant in a wise 
and prudent manner. Three of the present members are 
appointees of recent date, 


by reason of the sentiment against a special 
election for any purpose held at a time separate from a

APPROPRIATIONS. 
Wyoming State Penitentiary. 
During recent years and prior to the year 1929 the 
population at the Wyoming State Penitentiary at Rawlins wag 


seldom in excesg of 300, The orasent year has witnessed a 
large increase in the number of prisoners and at the time of 


- my inspection upon November Slet, 1929, the prison popluation 


numbered 556, Upon Monday of thig week the number was 3635, 


This unexpected increase in prisoners causes a 
serious overcrowded condition at the penitentiary, The prosent 
cell block contains 156 colia with two men housed in gach 
ceil, This accounts for 872 of the inmates, 28 of the 
older men are housed in a dormitory room at one end of the 
cell block known a6 the bull pena 11 men are upon work at 
the Saratoga Hot Springs State Reserve, The remaining 52 
men are trustiss and employed upon work both inside and oute 
side the buildings of the institution, The situation will 
be recognized as serions and any material further increase 
in the number of prisoners would make it eritical, 


in order to remedy this overcrowded condition at 
the penitertiary 1t is proposed to construct an addition: 
to the cell bloek, It ir satimated that on addition to the 
piiiding holding the sell block and provision, for 40 
additional coiis housing threes men each, would cont about 
£135,000, If wa were to anticipate a continulng increase 
in popluation of the institution to the extent evidenced this 
year, it vould be apparent ot once that ouch an addition 
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would not provide adequate accomodations for any bit a 
Limited time in the future, While it is difficult to fora. 
case what may happen in thie regard the experience of the 
past has shown considerable Muctuation in the prieon 
ppopulation and it is not believed thet any such rate of 
‘inetdase os found this yaar will continue, = 


fortunately, the shirt Tagtory at the penitentiary 
affords opportunity for healthful and useful employment of 
ail the men Pitted for work in the factory outelde of those 
nolected for other duties, Unfortunately, wa face the 
application ef a federal statute after four ysers from the 


...,doming Jenuary thet will prohibit interstate commerce in 


prisonemade goods, Et will be recognized that the market 
for prigonmads shirts would be very limited in the state of 
Wyoming and that the prohibition from shipping without the 
state would cause the loss by tha state of the use of 
prisoners in making shirts upon any conadiderable sdale, It 
is difficult to determine the use to which prison labor 
could be placed in this state after the enforcement of tha 
said federal law la in effect, ṣe is difficult to determine 
the extent to which the State should enlarge ite plant at 
Rawiine for it may develop that employment for a large nember 
of men at the inetitution after the discontinuance of the 
shirt factory would be found a very diffioult mather, 


About 10 years ago the State constructed a reform~ 
tory building upon the farm of the Boys’ Industrial School 
near Worland, Wyoming, It was proposed that this institution 
should be used for the vonfinement of younger men and those 
found guilty of minor offences. By reason of the close 
relationship with the boys! inatitution and the lack af 
anployment of men to any large extent upon the farm during 
winter months, it has not been found practical to sentence 
any iarge number of offenders to the Reformatory or to brans» 
fer them to the Reformatory from the penitentiary, At the 
present time the conmestion at Rawlins could be remedied to 
some extent by transfers to the Reformetory at Vorland but 
there would be found little opportunity fox employment of the 
ment during the winter monthe, Regardless of overerowding in 
quarters in Rawlins, the men have a kind of employment that 
keeps them occupied and is also conductive to the wight 
kind of morale at the penitentiary, 


This discussion will indicate that many questions 
attach to the future care of criminals in this states Some 
might suggest road work as a means of employment but this 
plan ip also subject to the material oritioiem arising by 
raason of severe climatic conditions during a considerable 
part of the year, The situation would seam to point to 
conservation at this time in adding to the plant at Rawline, 


The plan of tvo men in a cell should be largely 
avoided, Social evils have been found of serions consequence 
when such plan is followed in prisons, Of naasssity two mon 
are placed in every cell at Rawlins under the present 
situation, Howevar, by a proper selection of men the two 
men in a cell system could be used to a certain extent and 


“it is probable that 325 men could be he ced asi in 


celle with the proposad addition of 40 tireeemen csiis. Zt 

would seem Logical to continue the institution at Rawlins as - 
a piece for the confinement of hardened oriminais and those 
convioted of the more serious offences, If a plan for 
employment of prisoners is worked owt in connedstion with the 
Reformatory it would appear that the population at Rawlins 
could be Limited to 400 men for some years to come, I+ isa 
recommended that at losst an additional 40 ells for threes 
men ach be added to the cell block, The estimated cost of 
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auch an addition is given as $135,000. An additional $15,000 
if recommended Por other improvements of a permanent notara 
such ao # poreible enlargement of the dining room 


Only yesterday at Auburn, New York, acoured another 
prison oubbreak to make us mindful of prompt attention to 
vemedy an unfavorable situation st the Rewliae inetitublod, 
The fact that our penitentiary is efficiently menerged and 
apparently under good control should not prevent us from 
providing improvemente im the penitentiary plant thet would 
seen to. recommend thomedclres, 


fhe importance of an appropriation for these 
purposes ig apparent at this time, Ail heve been impressed 
by the oceurrence of the serions prison viote of the past 
few months. The o¢eurrence ab Ganon Clay in our nelahbor 
gtate to the south only a chert time age impresses us with 
the necessity of safeguards against disturbances in our own 
penitentiary. 


Giris! Tnductrial Inetitute. 


At the time of the preparation of the last budgat 
for the Girls! Industrial Institute located at Sheridan it 
was the thought of the Budget Officer that only a dormitory 
building shouid be added in order to provide room for the 
inorsasing population of the institution, Subsequent to the 
adjournment af the regular session of thist Lepislature tha 
Superintendent of the inetitution was able to convince the 
Board of Charities and Reform that a building to embrace 
much more than dormitory facilities should be constructed, 
A pion was presented te provide a building with dining room, 
kitohen, laundry and sewing room and other facilities that 
would provide employment and training for a group of girls 
in the new building olene the same lings as that provided for 
the group in the original buliding, The Board decided to 
approve of the construction of the larger plant even though 
Lt would be necessary to find other means than thé sppropriw 


ation allowed by the Legislature for the furmishing and 


aqulpping of same, 


The Oomibus Fund availabie for the Board han been 
used in aimller capes, In thie instance 14 is found that the 
Omnibus Fund will not allew for the additional expense of 
furnishings and suulpment of the new bullding, Tt would 
neem. wine to take advantage of the opportunity of this 
special session and obtain an appropriation for the purpose. 


The water supply for the institution, as provided 
by a doep well on the property, showed such signa of Fallure 
thet decision was mode to drill a new wall and provide same 
with modern equipment together with a storage tank, These 
improvements of the water system, together vith serrice 
lines to the naw buliding, ond other Improvaments net cone

The Seventeenth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States vende as folLowa: 


wl, The Senate of the United States shall be 
composed of two Senators from each State, slectad by the \ 
people thereof, for six years; and ench Senator shall have 
gna vote, Tha eleotors in each State shall heve the austi- 
fieations requisite for electors of the most numerous branch 
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of the State Lemislatures, 


Ry When VYacencles happen in the representation - 
of any State in the Senate, the executive authority of suck 
State shall ieeus write of sleotion to fill such vacenclesy 
Provided, That the Legislature of any State may empower the 
Executive thereof to make temporary appointment mitil the — 
poopie riia the vacaneles by election as the Legislature

3, This amendment shall not be so construed as 
to affect tho sleetion or term of any Benator chosen before 
it becomes valid as part of the Conetitubioan,§ 


The intent te place the election of Senaters in the 
Congress of the United States directly within the control of 
the electorate of the several wtates is clear. Chapter 73, 
Seasion Laws of Wroming, 1927, carries out this intent, 


in considering the filling the vacanoy caused by 
the lamented death of Senator Francis B., Warren, it was my 
Original decision to follow ont the provisions of the said 
Statute literally and ii was announced through the presa that 
& special aleotion as preseribed would be called, probably 
Tor the latter part of January, 1950, However, I have since 
been confronted by an almost unanimous expression of opinion 
adverss to the holding of a special election for the purpose 
of filling the senatoreahip by direct rote of the people at 
an early dato. The sentiment in this direction has developed 
to ouch a degree that I fesl it cannot be disregarded, It 
is therefora recommended thet the said statute be amended in 
ü reononable way go that & special election in thio instands 
may be avoided, 


It is true that a special election sarily in the 
year to fill the senatorship vould mean three elections gur- 
ing the year 1930, There la no doubt but that it would scem 
inadvisable to call people to the polis so often during the 
year, especialiy in view of the fact that the regular primary 
and general elections ara but a few months ahead, Regardless 
of my belief in the purpose and intent of the law providing 
for the special election to fill the senatorshin, I am will- 
ing to lend my cupport to an amendment of the atatute at 
this time in a way that will obviate the nacessity of Buch 
an eleetion, By substituting the words Pona yaar" for the 
words "sixty deys” in the fourth line of Section 1 of the 
said Ghaptar 73, Seasion Laws of Wyoming, 1927, the result 
could be accomplished, As it has been my pleasure to maka on 
appolntmont to fiil the exiating vacancy of a man who will 
not be a candidate at the regular elections, the purpose of 
leaving the people free of choices to select a senator without 
the favor thot might well be created for on appointee had such 
appointee the Intention to become a candidate for election, 
has been accomplished, 


By reason of the fact that vacancy occurred at a 
tine following adjournment of the recent special session of 
Congress and prior to thea convention of the Viet Congress, 
the fact that the sald statute provides that the Governor may 
appoint to Pill the vacancy "in case the Congreas of the 
United States should be In aéasion at the tins s vacancy 
otour" has caused queation as to the interpretation to he 
placed upon the word *cocure” in the relation used. Bome- 
sathorities hold that it can be dyaherpreted in this reference 
a8 “happens” on "extate", Aa uncertainty continues to exist 
concerning the interpretation of this word and we wish to 
bo doubly sure of representation by two Senators in the 
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Congress at this time, it is recommended that the two words 
"or eriste” follow the word “ocours” in line 9, Section 1, 
Chapter YS, Sescion Lewes of Wyomlne, 1927, 


Many questions of important interest to Wyoming and 
the weet are now under active consideration by the Covgeress. 
The tariff’, empecieally in reletion to the spheduiss conearn- 
ing cougar, Wool and hides, appropriations for highway ooa 
struction, publie land and reahamation probleme, and other 
questions of primary eienifieance are before the Senate, Tt 
was thotefore my decision to make an early appointment to 
FILL the vacanoy which existed upon the convention of the me 
present session., The Honorable Patrick J, Sullivan of 
Cagper wae therefore selected to serve as United States 
Senator until the position is filled upon- the qualification 
of a Sernmtor elected by the vate of the people. 24 has been 
pleasing to kuew that, while the credentials of Senator 
Sullivan have been referred to the Benate committeaa on 
elections, he has been storn in and occupies n seat as gs 
Senator from this state, In view of the possibility that the 
said committee of the Senate may question the right of Senater 
Sullivan to retain his seat by reason of the ambiguity arig» 
jug from the use oniy of the word "oceure”, it would seem 
that we should not overlook the anpertunity, while the 
Legislature is in sespion, te provide Tor such amendment as 
suggentod ond remove any auestion in the matter. “i 


GENERAL. 


The preceding covers the thrée reasons given fox 
my Gecioion to call this special séssion of the Legislature, 
in event it should develop that rather unanimous accord ` 
could be obtained for the consideration of a limited number 
of cther questions that would appeal as of important Interest 
to the state at this time, I would indeed be glad to sive my 
acsletance therato, Among these It might be advisable to 
pase joint resolutions by the House and Senate in relation 
to the present oll policiss of the administration and the 
eublic domain question which now arises as significant by 
reason of the proposal of the President to have transferred 
at least the gurface rights to the wapproprioted and une 
reserved public lands and the appointment of a commission 
to study the whole problem. While Wyoming is definitely on 
record in both these relations there nicht be some advantanre 
n paphanis of cur position upon these important 
subjects, 


In cloping I wish to express my desire to work in 
close harmony with the members of the Legislature at this 
special session in accomplishing a program that will serve 
the best interests of our state, 1 also wish to take the 
oppertimity to expréas my appreciation of the willingness 
of the members to lay aside their other duties and responsl- 
bilities for the time necessary to attend this session,
